Record Butter 
Shipments 


Sackatchewan Establishes Record In 
Shipment of Butter to Great 
Britain 
A record has been established in 
the shipmeats of creamery butter to 
Great Britain from both Saskatchewan 
and the Dominion of Canada during 
the present year. In the first nine | 
months of 1925, 8,572,068 pounds of 
creamery butter manufactured in Sas- 
katchewan has been graded for export 
under the Canadian federal regulations 
as compared with 2,726,800 pounds for 
the same period tn 1924. During the 
same perlod a total of 17,852,072 
pounds of creamery butter from all 
Canada was exported to Great Britain 
As compared with 9,200,464 pounds in 
1924. These figures are given by P. 
©. Kidd, dairy commisrioner for Sas- 

katchewan, 

“Of the estimated production of 15,- - 
600,000 pounds of creamery butter in 
this provinces, Saskatchewan consumes | 
only about 4,000,000 pounds or 27 per 
cent. of the total, and the remaining 
72 per cent, is marketed outside the 
province,” states Mr. Kidd. “As fn- 
dicated uboye, the greater part of our 
creamery butter for the past two or 
three years has been shipped to Great 
Liettaln, the remainder being market- 
ed in Eastern Canada and the United 
States, and a simall portion at the 
Pacific coast. 

“The pes capita consumption of} 
creamery butter in Canada is estimat- 
ed to be the highest in the world. 
Authorities place the individual con- 
sumption at about 26 pounds per} 
annum, Tue United States has. the | 
next highest per capita consumption, | 
which {s 1734 pounds per annum.

Dr. Coblentz Finds Mean Annual 
Temperature Around 20 Degrees 
Fahrenheit 

With the use of an extraordinarily 


| delicate instrument ho has invented 


for finding out such distant facts, W. 
W. Coblentz, of the bureau of stand- 
ards, has concluded that the mean 
annual temperature on the surface of 
the planet Mars is about 20 degrees 
Fahrenhelt, comparing with the earth’s 
59 degrees, 

The observations indicate that 100 
degrees below zero is frequent, and 
Dr. Coblentz suggested that the rea- 
son for some higher temperatures he 
detected thero might be in “the as- 
sumption that these dark areas con- 
tain vegeta*ion having properties ot 
the tuft-forming grasses of our high 
prairies, and the tussock mosses and 
Hehens of our dry tundras, which 
have a high absorbtivity for solar 
radiation.” A noon-day temperature 
on the Martian equator, in such vege- 
tation, might rise to 65 degrees, he 
figured. 

Dr. Cobientz reported the conclu- 
sion that at night the surface tem- 
perature on Mars 1s 70 degrees cen-

Only Small Pavcatinas Are Memberas 
Of Communist Party 

Those who imagine that Soviet Rus- 
sla is ruled by Jews will be surprised 
to learn that, according to the latest 
statistics, only 28,900 Jews are regis- 
tered as members of the Communist 
party in Russia—only four per cent. of 
the total membership. As a matter 
of fact the Jewish problem in the 
Russia of today is not one of political 
power, but rather of economic cir- 
cumstances. 

Since the break-up of capltallsm 
in Russia, the Jew in the cities has 
been in a  curlous and unenviable 
position. As small trader and middle- 
mat, he belonged to that class which 
was most hit by the coming into pow- 
er of the Bolshevists. His shop or 
his business was taken away from 
him, or else tho pecullar economic 
conditions made his business super- 
fluous. This after the Bolshevik 
revolution the Jew found himself to 
be a bourgeols in a proletarian land. 
He was neither a producer nor a work- 
er ag classified by the strict code of 
the Bolshevists, 

The result of all this {s that there 
has been a mass movement of the 
Russian Jews away from the cities 


to a new life on tho farms in the 
grain provinces, More than 25,000 
Jewish farmers, comprising about 
4,000 families, have already estab- 


lished themselves in pioneer colonies, 
}and have more than 400,000 acres un- 
der cultivation.

In a recent article published in the 
London, England, Spectator, entitled

route to work in the harvest flelds of 
Western Canada.

Indeed, 
jafter the first few days tt was pleas- 
ant. I have proved it with my tw 
hands. Why do Englishmen ri 
at home? Are we, ag our critics say, 
exhausted by the war and content to 
|let others take the chance of adven- 
tures which young Englishmen used 
to be the first to seek And what of 
the sad dole whose millions go to a 
multitude without heart or life when a 
tithe of these sums directed toward 
Dominion settlement would cure a 
part of our unemployment for ever? 

‘In 1923 about 12,000 English har- 
vesters came to Canada and, though 
some returaed, the greater part are 
still in Canada and prosperous in var- 
fous degrees. Far from belng a fall- 
jure, as is sometimes absurdly stated, 
this movement of English harvesters 
was one of the soundest schemes of 
land «settlement in recent years.” 
Major Brown declares that there is no 
reason why another 10,000 harvesters 
| from England should not come to Can- 
jada next year and do, at feast, equally 
well.

Triumph For Alberta Butter 


Wins First Prize and Gold Medal At 
London Dairy Show 

The greatest triumph yet scored by 
Alberta creamery butter in competi- 
tion, was recorded recently, when it 
was announzed from London, England, 
that an’exhibit of Alberta creamery 
butter, salted, made in the plant of 
the P. Burns Company, at Edmonton, 
had won first prize and’ gold medal in 
the colonial section of the London 
poetry show, one of the largest shows 
of its kind In the world, This means 
lthat this exhibit from Alberta stood 
ahead of all other exhibits from other 
parts of the British emplre, not in- 
cluding Britain itself. 

Two -other exhibits from Alberta, 
made from the plant of the Woodland 
Dairy at Edmonton, and the Innisfail 
Creamery, were given high commen- 
dation in the show. The first prize in 
the unsalted butter section went to 
the Co-operative Creameries of 
Regina, Saskatchewan. 

In the colonial section of the show, 
Canada won four out of the six prizes 
offered for emplire-wide competition, 
and Western Canada took three out 
of the six. This means that Western 
Canada creamery butter is recogniz- 
ed in the most discriminating market 
in the world, es the highest quality of 
butter prduced in any of the British 
dominions, 

The exhibits from Alberta in the 
salted section were made under the 


auspices of the dairy branch of the} 


provincial department of agriculture, 
which gave substantial assistance to 
the exhibitors in enabling them to 
make the exhibit overseas. It is the 
first time that Alberta has exhibited 
in the London show, and it is regard- 
ed as a unique triumph for the Alberta 
dairy industry that the gold medal 
came to this province, even beating 
out in competition the famous New 
Zealand dairy butter, which {s made 
under almost perfect conditions, 

Naturally, there is considerable ela- 
tion among Canadian dairymen over 
the fact that Alberta butter has scored 
so highly. The grading systems in 
effect in the province have had con- 
siderable to do with the rapid im- 
provement of quality of the butter 
manufactured in the plants in Alberta, 
and with this latest triumph Alberta 
butter Is likely to-be more in demand 
than ever in the British market, where 
last year a considerable quantity was 
sold. 


New Varieties Of Wheat 


Two Have Been Tested At University 
of Alberta 

The University of Alberta has been 
paying special attention to two new 
varieties of wheat which, it is thought, 
will meet the requirements of certain 
districts better than Marquls. 

Renfrew wheat is later and higher 
yielding than Marquis and will Mkely 
be suited to southern areas pf the 
province where there is a limited rain- 
fall. It does not seem advisable to 
sow it in the Edmonton district or in 
northern areas when frost has to be 
reckoned with. 

Another varlety, University No, 222, 
is entirely beardless and resembles 
Red Bobs from which it was selected. 
It is about four days earlier than Mar- 
quis and in’tests on the University 
farm at Edmonton has given better

Profitable Je Crops 


Yield of Nearly Sixty Busheis of Wheat 
Per Acre In Alberta 

The following is from the Camrose, 
Alberta, Canadian, of recent date: 

Once again Mr, M. G. Kehoe, plon- 
ecr farmer living five miles southwest 
of Camrose, has proven that good seed 
properly sown will give an abundant 
harvest. Mr. Kehoe has always main- 
tained a high average year after year 
and this year is no exception, 7,834 
bushels of Red Bobs wheat from a 
total of 207 acres bearing testimony to 
the statement, or over 37 bushels to 
the acre. On a fleld of 130 acres ot 
summerfallow the yield was 4214 
bushels per acre. 

Nine acres seeded to Marquis wheat 
by C. Jacobsen on his farm in the New 
Norway district, Alberta, ylelded 646 
bushels or nearly sixty bushels to the 
acre. Mr. Jacobsen put the seed on 
new breaking end threshed his har- 
vest on October 1. ‘The section in

Bubgeons Revert To Old Practice 


Doctor at Johns Hopkins College Tells 
How Injections Purify Blood 

Modern surgeons have partially re- 
verted toa practice of the Dark Ages, 
when blogd letting and leeches were 
considered the most efficacious ot 
remedies, 

The medical wizards of those ages 
believed the blood stream carricd all 
diseases. When a man fn those days 
had a fever, a cold, or affliction ot 
any sort, a “chirurgeon” was called in 
and his patient was at once bled. 

But, although modern science has 
returned in part to this practice it is 
teaching also that the blood stream 
ean be purified with powerful injec- 
tlons—known as digermicides., 

All this was brought out by Dr. 
Hugh M. Young, of Johns Hopkins 
Medical College, in explaining the 
work undertaken by the American 
College of Surgeons in the formation 
of a committee on antiseptics, of which 
Dr. Young is chairman, to gather ma- 
terial for a vast symposium on modern 
antiseptic surgery.
